Trade  Surplus  Drops  Sharply  -  The 

agricultural  trade  surplus  fell  by  almost 
$234  million  to  $890  million  in  July, 
becoming  the  smallest  monthly  surplus 
this  fiscal  year.  Exports  edged  up  to 
$3.3  billion,  but  imports  surged  13 
percent  to  a  record  $2.4  billion.  The 
cumulative  surplus  for  October  1991 
through  July  1 992  totaled  $1 5.4  billion, 

20  percent  over  the  same  period  a  year 
ago  (table  3). 

Exports  Up  Slightly  -  The  $3.3  billion  in 
July  was  only  $28  million  above  June. 
There  were  gains  in  exports  of  meat, 
grains,  and  oilseed  commodities,  but 
decreases  in  most  other  categories. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  were  up  slightly 
at  235,000  tons.  Cotton  exports 
seasonally  dropped  to  76,000  tons,  but 
were  stronger  than  a  year-ago.  Fiscal 
1 992  cumulative  export  value  totaled  $36 
billion,  13  percent  ahead  of  last  year. 

Wheat  export  volume  in  July  rose  28 
percent  to  2.6  million  tons  due  to 
stronger  Export  Enhancement  Program 
sales  to  the  former  Soviet  Union  and 
purchases  by  Egypt.  Exports  were 
860,000  tons  to  the  former  Soviet  Union, 
and  more  than  314,000  tons  to  Egypt. 
Sales  to  Korea  topped  130,000  tons,  up 
59  percent  from  June.  The  cumulative 
October-July  wheat  export  volume 
totaled  29  million  tons,  35  percent  ahead 
of  last  year.  Export  value  was  slightly 
over  $360  million  for  July,  and  $3.6 
billion  for  October-July. 

Com  exports  totaled  3.7  million  tons, 
virtually  unchanged  from  June.  Export 
value  was  $429  million.  Shipments  to 
the  former  Soviet  Union  declined  almost 
50  percent  from  June,  and  were  lower  to 
Japan,  Taiwan,  and  Korea.  However, 
over  750,000  tons  were  shipped  to 
southern  Africa,  offsetting  lower 
shipments  to  other  markets.  Over  2.1 
million  tons  of  corn  have  been  shipped  to 
southern  Africa  this  year  because  severe 
drought  conditions  have  destroyed  the 
region’s  corn  crop.  Exports  to  Egypt 
were  over  225,000  tons,  Egypt’s  largest 
monthly  shipment  this  fiscal  year. 
October-July  volume  was  33  million  tons, 
still  1 1  percent  below  the  year-ago  level. 


Soybean  exports  rebounded  strongly  in 
July  to  1 .2  million  tons,  56  percent  above 
June.  Shipments  of  over  540,000  tons  to 
Mexico  account  for  the  large  gain. 
Soybean  and  soybean  meal  demand  for 
Mexico’s  growing  livestock  industry 
continued  to  boost  U.S.  soybean 
exports.  Shipments  were  also  up  to 
Japan  and  Korea.  October-July  export 
volume  was  1 7  million  tons,  26  percent 
ahead  of  the  same  period  in  fiscal  1 991 . 
July  export  value  was  $269  million. 

Imports  at  Record  Level  -  Agricultural 
imports  rose  12  percent  above  June  to  a 
record  $2.4  billion  in  July  because  of 
large  oriental  leaf  tobacco  imports. 
Tobacco  import  value  in  July  totaled 
almost  $492  million,  an  amount  greater 
than  two-thirds  the  total  value  of  tobacco 
imports  in  fiscal  1991.  Effective  July  1 , 
duties  on  oriental  tobacco,  the  largest 
class  of  imported  tobacco,  were  removed 
under  the  Generalized  System  of 
Preferences  (GSP),  resulting  in  the 
surge  in  imports  for  consumption  as 
warehouses  released  tobacco  holdings. 
Tobacco  imports  for  consumption  for 
June  were  also  revised  to  $106  million  to 
correct  reporting  and  processing  errors. 
There  were  slight  gains  in  wine  and 
sugar  imports.  Imports  for  October 
through  July  totaled  $21  billion,  8  percent 
ahead  of  the  same  period  last  year.  (Joel

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Forecast  Raised  for  FY  1992  -  The 

agricultural  export  forecast  was  raised 
to  $41 .5  billion,  1 1  percent  above  fiscal 
1991.  The  agricultural  import  forecast 
was  raised  to  $23.5  billion,  4  percent 
above  last  year.  With  T*&2  exports 
out-pacing  imports,  the  tirade  surplus  is 
expected  to  be  $1 8  billion.  For  fiscal 
1993,  bulk  commodity  export  value  fs 
expected  to  f>@  lower  due  to  weaker s 
prices  for  gratnS  and  oilseeds. 
However,  "high-value"  product  sales 
should  be  stronger  in  FY  1993.  As  a 
result,  overall  export  value  is  expected 
to  remain  at  the  fiscal  1992  level.
